Regulation of the several Hospitals, Dispensaries, Asylums 
and other Medical Charities, supported solely or in part by public 
funds, now existing, or winch may hereafter be required, in Ireland; 

5 B® it tliettEoce (EmcttD, by The QUEEN’S most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Conunons, in this present Parliament assembled, and j 
by the Authority of the same, THAT from and after the ^ Met 

One thmtsand dqlit hundred and Thirty-eight, it laaa, para 
10 shall not he lawful for any Grand Jury of any county, county of a 
city, or county of a town in Ireland, to make any presentment for the 
raising of money for the erecting, supporting or maintaining any 
Infirmary, Hospital, Limatic Asylum or Dispensary in Ireland, unless 
under the authority and by virtue of the provisions of this Act. 

,, And be it Enacted, That it shaU and may bo lawful to and for the WLieu- 

Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland tor 
the time being, to nominate and appoint Seeen experienced Physicians 
or Surgeons, well acquainted with the regulation and manageinent of 
Hospitals and Dispensaries, to be a Boaid of Commissionere for-t e 
20 general control, superintendenee and regulation of all Ho^itals, 

Asylums, Dispensaries or other Medical Charities in Ireland, and from 
time to time, at his and their pleasure, to remove such persons so 
appointed; and in case of the death, removal or retirement of any 
of them, to appoint others in their stead; and such Seem Pe rsons

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tihnll iierfonn all tiio, iluties prescribed for tlie Oorainissioners of 
Medical Charities as directed by this Act : Provided always, That such 
Commissioners shall act witliout tmy salary, fee, rcuard or emolu- 
meat whatsoever. 

And bo it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for the Com- 5 
inissioners so to be appointed for the forming such Board of Sledical 
Charities, or any Five of them, to meet and sit from time to time in 
such place or jilaces as tliey shall find most convenient, with or without 
adjournment ; and shall have an ofricc in the city of Dublin, to be 
called “ The Medical Charity Ottico;” and they shall and may, with 10 
the consent and approbation of the Lord Lieutenant, or other chief 
Governor or (lovemors of Ireland, employ sucli clerics and officers as 
they may fitid necessary : and that all and every the persons so 
cm})loyed in any such cai^acity may from tiine to time be dismissed at 
thfs pleasure of the said Commissioners, and any other pci*son or per- 15 
sons, with the lilcc conscuit and approbation, appointed in his and tlieir 
stead. 

And be it Enacted, That the Commissioners atV>rcsaid shall, and 
they are hereby authorized and required to inquire into the manage- 
ment of every Hospital, Asylum, Iiilirmary, Dispensary or other 20 
Medical Oliarity in Ireland, supported solely or in part by public funds, 
or established on the bequests or donations of individuals, provided 
every Hospital, Asylum, Infirmary, Dispensary or other Medical 
Charity so founded, shall or may be intended for public purposes; and 
to i-cquire from all pei-sons in whom iiuy estate, property or funds 25 
belonging- to or held in trust for any such Hospital, Asylum, Infirmary 
or other Medical Charity shall be vested, or who shall be in the 
receipt of thi> rents, profits or income of any such estate, property or 
funds, a true account, in writing, of the place where such estate may 
he situate, or in ^vhat mode or on what security such other property or 30 
funds may bo invested, with sucli detail of the rents, profits and 
income thereof and the appropriation of the same, and of all other 
particulai-s relating thereto, a.s the Commissioners shall think fit; and 
that the Commissioners may, from time to time, as they may see fit, 
make and issue all such orders as they shall think proper for enforcing 35 
obedience to or conformity with the statutes, chartei-s, deeds of 
foundation or endowment, wills of donors or hyc-laws, by which any 
such Hos])ital, Asylum, Infirmary, Dispensary nr other Medical Chaiity 
as'aforesaid, should by law be governed, and with the lawful objects 
and purposes of its foundation; and also make such other laws and 4 ® 
■ regulations, and appoint such additional governors and directors, or 
committees, for the government of every such Hospital, Asylum, 
Infirmary, Dispensary or other Medical Charity, and the officers 
thereof^ as the Comniissiouers may deem necessaa*y for the prevention

r And be it also Eiiacted, That it shall and may be lawful to and for 
the Lord Lieutenant, oi- other chief Govenior or Governors of Ireland 
for the time being-, to nominate anrl appoint Fite Physicians or Sur- 
o-eons, being Fellows, ^lembei-s. Licentiates or medical Graduates of 
one of the Royal Colleges of Physicians or Surgeons, or chartered 
10 Univei-sities of Great Britain or Ireland, to be Insjiectors of Hospitals, 
lufinnaries. Asylums, Disptmsaries and otlun- JMedical Charities iu 
Ireland ; and from time to time, at hi.s and their pleasure, to 
remove the persons so appointed ; and in case of the death, removal 
or resignation of any such persons, to appoint others iu their stead ; 
1,5 and such Five Persons shall perform all the duties prescribed for the 
Sledical Inspcctoi-s as directed by this Act. 

And he it Enacted, That ea.ch of the said Impedors shall receive suck 
salary as the Lord Lieutenant, or other chief Govei-nor or Governors of 
Ireland, shall appoint, not exceeding to each the sum of Six hundred 
20 Pounds in the year, together with such allowance for travelling and

or attached to some imblic recognized Medical Institution; nor 
practise a Physician, Surgeon or Apothecary, nor be an Ii^peetor

auce of any duty imposed on them by this Act any other emolument 
than the salary and allow'-ance hereinbefore provided. 

And be it Enacted, That the said Inspectors may attend and transact 
the business of their ofiice from time to time, as they shall find most 
40 convenient, at the Medical Chanty Office, and may employ such 
Clerks and Officers as are appointed or employed by the Board of 
Commissioners of Medical Charities to assist them in examining, 
auditing and arranging the statements, reports, returns and accounts

Secretary, Treasurer, or chief officer for the time being of every such 
institution respectively, and shall he certified as con-ect statements by 
at least Three of the Governors, Directors or Committee of every 
such institution respectively.

And he it Enacted, That a half-yeai-ly return of the state of diseare 
in each district, and of the number of Patients to whom medical aid state 
has been administered in or by each of the institutions aforesaid, shall psn,maxe to 
be transmitted to the said Commissioners of Medical Chai-ities by the 
Surgeon or Physician attached to each such institution, and a general annuolly.

growing produce of the Consolidated Fund to such banlc or person as 5 
shall be named in any such order, such sum or sums of money, to such 
amount, and at such times, and in suck manned' and proportions, and 
upon such estimates, as the Lord High Treasurer, or Commissioners of 
the Treasury, shall approve, for the erecting, establishing and main- 
taining such institutions.

And he it Enacted, That the sum or sums of money so to be issued 
shall he paid and applied under such rules, regulations, terms and 
conditions, and with such penalties for breach of such rules, and in

provided and directed in any Act or Acts for esiahtishing, erecting and 1.5 
maintaining Infirmaries, Lunatic Asylums, Hospitals or Dispensaries 
in Ireland, and under such other rides, regulations, terms and con- 
ditions as the Lord Lieutenant, or other <ddcf Governor of Ireland', 
shall direct, for the purpose of building, establishing or maintaining 
any such institution from time to time in any district in Ireland.

Anti be it Enacted, That every person sliull be eajiablo of bsiug 
elected or ajjpointod Surg-eoii to any Inlirmiiry, Hospital, Asylum, 
Dispensary or any other aicdical Cltarity, in li-cland, who shall have 
previously obtained letters testimonial of his qualification to practise 

from the Royal College of Surgeons in Ireland, or who shall 2j 
have obtained tho diploma of the Royal College of Surgeons of 
London, or of the Royal College of Surgeons in Edinburgh, or a 
de«i-ce or diploma in Surgery irtini some other Colhgo or Universitv 
in Great Britain or Ireland, duly authorized by Royal Charter or 
Statute to grant the samt! ; and shall ])roduce such certificates or 30 
testimonials as shall be sufficient to prove and show to the satisfaction 
of the Commissioners of Medical Charities that he had pursued 
his iDrofessional education and studies in somo Hospital or School of 
Medicine or Surgeiy for Five Year.s ; and also tliat ho has diligently 
attended thepi-actice of an I-Iospital for Three Years at the least, and 35 
that he has been carefully examined by a Court or Board of Ex- 
aminers of some of the Ctdloges or Universities aloresaid for Two 
Hours at the least, touching and concerning his knowledge of anatomy, 
surgery, practice of medicine, pharmacy and midwifery ; and every 
person shall bo ca])able of being elected Physician to any of the 40 
aforesaid Charitable Institutions who shall have obtained the license 
or letters testiraonial of the King and Queen’s College of Physicians 
in Ireland, or the diploma, license or degree in medicine of some other 
Colle'^'e or University in Great Britain or Ireland, duly authorized 
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by Royal Charter or Statute to grant the same ; and shall also prove 
and sho\y, to the satisfaction of the Commissioners of Medical 
Charities, that he has pursued his medical education for Four Yeai-s, 
and that he has attended an I-Ios[iital for Two Years at the least. 



^ And be it Enacted, That no person shall be capable of being 
elected, appointed or employed as Surgeon or Physician to any 
Hospital, Asylum, Infirmary, Dispensai-y or other Medical Charity, 
unless he shall previously have obtained a Certificate under the hands 
of the Commissioners of Medical Charities, that he is duly qualified 
10 as aforesaid, and that he has obtained the letters testimonial, or the 
diploma or degree and certificates required by this Act. 

And be it Enacted, That all Members and Licentiates of the Royal 
College of Surgeons in Ireland, and all Fellows and Licentiates of 
the King and Queen’s College of Physicians in Ireland, and all 
15 Fellows, Mombei'S, Licentiates or Giuduates of other Colleges or 
Universities, who now are, or shall be at the passwg of this Act, 
Surgeons or Physicians to any Hospital, Infirmary, or Asylum, or 
Dispensary or other Medical Charitable Institution, or who now are, 
or shall be at the passing of this Act, capable and qualified by law to 
20 be elected or appointed to any such Infirmary, Hospital or Dispensary, 
shall so continue, and nothing in this Act contained shall be construed 
to extend to lessen or interfere with their right and authority to be so 
continued, elected or aj)pointed. 

And be it Enacted, That at any time after the passing of this Act 
25 it shall and may be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, or other chief 
Governor or Governors of Ireland, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland (from time to time, 
and at all times whenever and so often as shall seem e?:pedient to him 
or them so to do) to direct and order that any Hospital, Infirmai^' or 
30 Dispensai’y, in addition to those now existing, shall be erected and 
established m any place, or in and for any district in Ireland, and to 
alter the present Fevew Hospital and Dispensary districts, and to make 
new districts, either by uniting together, dividing or otherwise alter- 
ing the present districts in such manner, and under such regulations, 
35 terms and conditions as to him and them may appear necessarj’.

Lieutenant, or other chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, at any 
time after the establishment of such poor-rate, to order and direct that 
the monies to be advanced out of the Consolidated Fund, and repaid 
by Grand Jury Pi-esentments, as hereinbefore directed, shall be paid 
out of such poor-rate, in such manner and subject to such regulations 
as he or they shall think fit ; and thereupon such monies shall become 
payable out of such poor-i-ate ; and that fi-om thenceforth the power 
of Grand Juries to present for same shall cease and determine. 

And be it Enacted, That all fines and penalties imposed by any Act
